The ques- — 
tion on many lips was, ‘‘Our Friend, what 
do you think? Will the Great Father take 
away our lands?” > 

Happily I had received assurance from — 
high quarters that any such scheme would be— 
met with a resolute opposition, and so in- — 
formed the anxious people. s. 

Mr, and Mrs, Fowler have taken ‘into their 
house six lads, who are to be taught there the 
English tongue and the habits of Christian — 
life, and to carry on with Mr. Fowler the 
Mission farm—a capital plan. The boys are 
considered as detached from St. Paul's School, | 
and are supported on its scholarships. pe 


ST. MARY’S SCHOOL, 


My visitation to St. Mary’s School was, as 
it always is, one full of interest and pleasure. 
The sight of from thirty to forty girls, who- 
range all the way from eight years to incipient 
womanhood, happily busied in the work of 
the garden, the kitchen, the laundry, and the 
school-room, who but for Christian schools 
would have grown up in ignorance, incompe- _ 
tence, and filth, was enough to move even a_ 
hard heart to hopefulness and gratitude. The 
new dormitory, St. Agnes’ Hall, was ‘oon 
in ‘‘apple-pie order.” The floors of the 
school-room and wash-room, which are worn 
into holes, will be renewed this summer, 
through the generosity of some friends. And — 
if $400 can be secured for a barn, so that the 
girls can carry on their dairy operations with 
cleanliness and comfort, and the cattle hea 
properly protected, the practical house-mothe 
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of St. Mary’s, as well as I, will be much ens .

garden and the field. I have been particular- 
ly pleased with their progress in English. 
_ The Indians, as you know, are most diffident | 
about gpeaking it. We ied almost abandoned 
= one time the effort to teach it, so vain had 
oe our endeavors.

I 
witnessed at both Hope School and St. Paul’s 
sercises in reading, arithmetic; and geogra-

NORTH-EASTERN VERMONT AS A FIELD FOR MISSIONARY WORK. ag 


THE General Board of Missions has no 
Missionaries in Vermont, and it is not often, 
therefore, that any mention of the Missionary 
work of this Diocese finds place in THE 
Spirit or Misstons; but there 
field for Missionary enterprise here, to a small 
section of which this article directs attention. 

It is generally supposed that the Missionary 
work of the Church is at the West and the 
South; that into those parts of the country 
all streams of Missionary aid, both of men 
and money, must pour. It is thought that at 
the East the pioneer work is done, and that 
even the next stage, the formative stage of 
Church life and thought, is past, and that 


_ here the work of the Church is that of estab- 


lished parishes. Agreeable rectors are to be 
comfortably supported; new churches are to 
be built, or the old ones are to be enlarged 
and beautified with as rich and costly orna- 
mentation as the means of well-to-do parish- 
ioners will permit; and contributions are to 
be made regularly for the Missionary work at 
the West and South, while special appeals for 
that work are to be answered occasionally, 
Now, it would be a sorry sight to see the 
streams of Missionary offerings that flow from 
the different quarters of the Church into the 
great fields at the West and South diminished 
in the least degree, They are quite too small

now when compared with the fields to bed 
watered by them. To lessen by one dollar — 
the means which go to sustain and uphold the — 
hands of the godly men who are trying to do — 
the work of the Church in Minnesota and 
Colorado and Montana, in Arkansas and ~ 
Texas, to take even the smallest contribution — 
from the offerings that are made for the Mis-_ 
sions to the Indians and the Freedmen, ~ 
would be a grievous wrong. But if these — 
streams could be made three or four times — 
their present size, and if, at the same time, — 
there could be new and enlarged streams flow-_ 
ing Eastward and Northward, as wellas West-_ 
ward and Southward, what a blessed sight ibs 
would be! 

Maine and New Hampshire have caineail 
some small recognition as fields for the Gene-. a 
ral Missions of the Church. Vermont is one 
of two or three Dioceses that never have r¢ | 
ceived any assistance from the General Board, 
Vermont das some income from lands set f 
apart for the benefit of the Church in colonial ~_ 
days; and as this income is considerably 
larger than that derived by her sister Dioceses 
in the East from the same source, this isprob- 
ably the reason why it has failed of the reg- 
ognition which the General Board has ac. 
corded them. This would seem to be a good — 


a 


reason, and in comparing her: resources wit 


those of her neighbors, the Church in Ver- 
-mont has no grievance. 
_ But here in the East is a great field for the 
_ Church which is not worked. Its importance 
“4 should secure for it a larger share of attention 
than it-receives. It is overlooked in the 
stretching of our sight across the continent to 
_ the West and the South. Churchmen know 
that this soil is not tilled for the Church, and 
_the means are not forthcoming with which to 
tillit. They look upon it as a barren field; 
4 “as one in which existing prejudices are very 
_ great—so great, in fact, that they will never 
‘4 give way. This is a serious mistake, and if 
_ anything can be done to correct it, it ought to 
be done. 
__ The population of Vermont is’ probably in- 
_ creasing somewhat, but the increase is slow. 
_ Of course there are no such streams of immi- 
gration to this section of the country as are 
_ now pouring into the West. And yet very 
many of the towns in Vermont, and nearly 
all of those in the northern part of the State, 
are constantly receiving additions to their pop- 
ulation from our neighbors on the north, of the 
Dominion of Canada. While the greater part 
_ of these immigrants into the State are Roman 
_ Catholics, and some are Methodists and Pres- 
_ byterians, not a few of them are Church 
__ people. They are not usually people who 
ean do much financially toward the building 
_ of churches and the support of the Ministry, 
but this fact does not lessen the obligation to 
- minister to their spiritual wants. There are 
_ people in nearly all the towns on the northern 
border of Vermont, who settled there years 
ago, and were then Church people, communi- 
cants, who have been absorbed by the de- 
- nominations, because when they crossed the 
_ porder they found themselves without church 
or Minister. 
Christ Church Mission, at Island Pond, 
Essex County, a station of some importance 
on the Grand Trunk Railroad, started from a 
few Church people who settled there from 
Canada. They secured as lay-reader a 
student from Bishop’s College, Lennoxville, 
and thus began what has become a strong and 
_ prosperous Mission, having now some fifty 
communicants and a substantial church build- 
- ing erected and nearly paid for. 
There are Church people now living in 
- Richford and Troy and Newport and Derby, 
and yet we have no church in any one of 
these border towns, and none indeed in the 
_ whole county of Orleans, in which these 
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towns, except Richford, are located. The 
writer has the names of. forty communicants 
living in different towns in Orleans County, 
and there are doubtless others, and the Church 
has no Ministers in the county. Two years’ 
waiting for the Diocesan Board of Missions 
to remedy this evil has brought no response, 
because it has nothing to respond with. 

Orleans County is ‘dependent for its Church 
Services upon the Rector. at St. Johnsbury, 
the only Minister of the Church in Caledonia 
County, and the Missionary at Island Pond, 
the only one in Essex County, and the Mis- 
sionaries at Hansonville and Glen Sutton, 
P. Q. And these men have quite all that 
they can do at the places in which they are 
stationed. 

Newport, one of the principal towns in 
Orleans County, on Lake Memphremagog, 
having some reputation as a summer resort, 
has been visited by a Clergyman one Sunday 
in the month for a year past. Notice that a 


Church Service would be held has always 


secured a good congregation. Three adults 
have been baptized and confirmed, and the 
same number of children baptized. From 
ten to fifteen persons have received the Holy 
Communion when it has been administered. 

Occasional Services have been held at Iras- 
burgh and at Troy. Some overworked Cler- 
gyman would find Newport a quiet resting- 
place for two or three months this summer, 
while it would furnish him an opportunity of 
doing much good by holding a single Service 
on the Lorp’s Day. 

There is, then, in North-eastern Vermont an 
element of the population, not large, it is 
true, but growing larger constantly by immi- 
gration, which is already connected with the 
Church; and this element will be absorbed 
by the denominations unless that portion of 
the Diocese be supplied with Missionaries, 

Secondly. Experience proves that the na- 
tive-born YVermonter is not impervious to the 
grace which comes to the soul through the 
Church. The strong prejudices of fifty years 
ago, or even of twenty years ago, are rapidly 
passing away. Church influence is felt on all 
sides. At St. Johnsbury, where Church 
Services were begun less than four years ago, 


there has grown up a good parish, with a_ 


bundred communicants (besides a loss of 
thirty sustained in that time by removals), 
with a Church property valued at twelve 
thousand dollars. On this property, growing 
out of circumstances which could not be fore- 
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seen, is an indebtedness of twenty-five hun- 


dred dollars; but the congregation have paid 


nearly ten thousand dollars toward their 
church and the lot on which it stands, and 
have paid their Minister’s salary, with all other 
expenses, being aided only ninety-five dollars 
a year from the Church Land Fund of the 
Diocese. In less than four years the Baptisms 
number one hundred and twenty-five, and the 
Confirmations one hundred and twelve; and 
these results have been attained in a town 


that was thought to have strong prejudices 


against the Church. The responsive wor- 
ship, however, which the people could make 
their own, touched a chord in their hearts 


_ that was waiting to be touched. The Liturgy 


and the Ritual year brought the doctrines of 
Curist to them in a way to be understood, 


and which enabled them to follow the steps of 
‘His most. holy life. 


Perhaps a like work could not be ac- 
complished in the same time in any other of 
Vermont’s northern towns, because there is 
no other with an equal population in which 
the Church is not already established; but a 
like result may be attained in almost any one 
of them. 

The results of Missionary work in all parts 
of the Diocese are full of encouragement; 
but, notwithstanding the labors of the Board 
of Diocesan Missions during the past years, 
there are many inviting fields in every section 
of the State still unoccupied by the Church. 
This entire north-eastern part, containing 
three out of the fourteen counties in the State, 
has but two Clergymen, and but two towns in 
which the Services of the Church are held 
regularly. 

Now, a third point. Is not the conversion 
of men to the faith here at the East an effec- 
tive means of helping the West? Bishop

So every parish in the State 
is furnishing Churchmen for the West. If we. 
had churches in all the towns in these Nev ve 
England Dioceses, we should be constantly 
sending Church people, in place of many who 
now go without any certain belief, to Bishop 
Whipple, Bishop Clarkson, Bishop Spalding, 
Bishop Vail, and to the Dioceses and Missio 
ary Jurisdictions beyond them. This strea 
of emigration to the West is only a small on 
compared with others that are pouring © in 
there, but it is very important. It is one that 
exercises a real power in the formation of the 
moral principles and religious belief of the 
Western mind. Itis astream of hardy, vigor-— 
ous New England thought and activity. Will: 
it not be helping the Western Dioceses more_ 
than they think to purify this stream at the 
source? ;

That evening the church was lighted for a 
second Service, when the Bishop baptized four 
children, and preached upon the sacrament of 
Baptism to a large and attentive congregation. 

At eleven o’clock on Monday morning there 
was a third Service of more than usual inter- 
est to the people of the town, when St. 
Michael’s Church was consecrated. It is a 
beautiful building of Gothic- architecture, 
costing $3,600, and seating about 170 persons, 
and is a standing monument to the self-im- 
posed privation of the few Church families 
here. 

Before the Service there gathered in the 
robing-room .the Bishop, the Rev. Messrs. 
Loop and Emery, the warden, trustees, and 


_ other gentlemen connected with the Mission, 


and after a Collect said by the Bishop, the 
procession was formed and moved to the front 
entrance, and thence up the aisle of the church, 
repeating the twenty-fourth Psalm. The 
Bishop and Clergy having taken their places, 
the Request for Consecration was read by 
the warden, Mr. G. H. Kellogg, and the 
Sentence of Consecration by the Rev. C. 
F. Loop, who not only held the first Ser- 
vice in the town, but also preached the 
first sermon in the church. The Bishop’s 
sermon for the occasion was from I. Cor, xiii. 
12, ‘‘Now we see through a glass, darkly; 
but then face to face;” and at its close he 
heartily congratulated the people that their 
efforts were to-day crowned with success, in 
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that their beautiful church was free from — 


debt, and duly consecrated to the service of 
Almighty Gop. 

How well those congratulations were de- 
served the following short sketch of the par- 
ish may show. The Rey. Mr. Loop held 
the first Service here in the spring of 1878, 
when a congregation of four met in Enterprise 
Hall, their devotions being disturbed by the 
clink of glasses and the noise of the billiard 
balls in the saloon below. That fall Mr. 
Loop was succeeded by the Rev. E. R. 
Kellogg, D.D., who, during a ministry of seven 
months, increased the congregation to forty. 


the Rev. Mr. Neales to take his place. 
turn, was succeeded by the Rey. G. M. Hub- 
bard, and he by the Rev. A. G. L. Trew. 

The points that deserve particular notice 
are these: The idea of erecting a church 
originated with a lady, who has since left the 
town, but whose memory will be preserved 
so long as the church stands; the hope of 
having a church was clung to by the ladies of 
the community through years of loss and 
disappointment; no appeals were made, ex- 
cept in San Francisco, where assistance to the 
amount of eleven hundred dollars was re- 
ceived, and the remaining twenty-five 
hundred dollars represent labor, self-denial, 
and exertion, such as Eastern parishes know 
little of. There were no wealthy Church 
families to put their shoulders to the wheel, 
or to give from their abundance; there was 
no aid solicited from the Church at large. St. 
Michael’s is emphatically the people’s church, 
built by woman’s work and faith and 
prayer. 

Now we need a lot for a parsonage. One 
can be secured adjoining the church, for one 
hundred dollars; but times are hard, and the 
people poorer than ever. When so much has 
been accomplished without seeking aid, can- 
not we be excused for asking our more 
favored brethren to help us to purchase now 
what in another year may cost us double the 
amount? 


EASTER IN NIOBRARA. 


A LETTER FROM 


Yankton AcEncy, March 30th. 
DEAR Dr. Twine: You have doubtless 
learned before this of the calamity which has 
befallen the Mission here. Great as our loss 


_ has been, we have great cause for thankful-

ness that Easter morning did not find us house- 


less and homeless, About 12 M. on Saturday 
a terrible prairie fire swept down upon us, 
and before we could realize the danger the 
laundry and stable of St. Paul’s, the printing- 


Dr. Kellogg’s health failing, the Bishop sent 
He, in 
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_ three glorious Services. 
which came too late for use at that time, did 


office, as well as the Niobrara’ Store-room, were 
inashes. St. Paul’s School, as well as all of the 
Mission buildings, was in great danger, but, 
thank Gop, the worst was averted. The loss 
has not yet been fully estimated, but it can- 
not fall short of several thousand dollars. 


The horses, cows, and wagons were saved, 


but all the feed for the animals, a large 
quantity of fire-wood, tubs and everything in 


the laundry, the printing-press, as well as a 


great number of books, etc., which had been 
stored in the Niobrara Store-room, are all gone. 

But enough of our sorrows and losses; a word 
of our joys. Easter Day dawned fair and 
bright, and although the Clergy were rather 
the worse for fighting prairie fire, we had 
The Christmas greens, 


us good service; the floral contributions of 
the entire Agency amounted to a bouquet for 
the altar, but, though little, it was all we 
could do. Our little chapel, in its white altar- 
cloth and green dressing, was very pretty and 


' tasteful, and the choir of boys, looking very 


fresh in their clean surplices, sang lustily. 


~The congregation was large and attentive; 


the offertory was $8.70, very good for people 
so poor as ours. In the afternoon Baptism 


- was administered to four adults, and a marriage 


celebrated, the contracting. parties being a 
Mexican and an Indian girl. The bride was 
attended by her father, and made the responses 
with more alacrity, or rather, with less back- 
wardness, than usual. The bridegroom could 
speak no Dakota, the bride not a word of 
English; so my husband was compelled to 
marry them in the two languages alternately, 
a rather complicated proceeding. ‘Then came 
the peculiar feature of the day—the memorial 
Service in the -church-yard. We left the 
church two by two, Clergy, choir, and congre- 
gation, singing, and, circling the church-yard 
twice, halted by the large cross which marks 


THE SPANISH MISSION IN NEW YORK. 


Rey. AND DEAR Broruer: I think it will 
be interesting to the readers of Tur Srrrrr 
or Misstons to know some facts about the 
foundation of the Spanish Church of Santiago 
in the city of New York, and its Mission 
work among the Spanish-speaking population 
residing here. 

It was organized, under the patronage and 
through the efforts of the Rev. Dr. Hawks, in 
1866, its first Rector being the Rev, Angel de 
Mora, a Spaniard by birth, In March, 1867, 
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the centre. Here an address was made 
prayers offered, when the procession retired 
the same way. I then went with my husband 
to Emmanuel- House, where Sister Julia has 
two women in hospital, and where we had : 
short Service. The evening Service was in 
English, and was well attended by the Agency — 
people, most of whom belong to other bodies _ 
of Christians. Besides the three Services on 
Sunday, we have a weekly Communion (in- 
English) on, Thursday mornings; Litany 
seryice on Fridays; Women’s Meeting on’ — 
Thursday afternoons; and two Bible classes 
weekly for men and boys. 5 

The better class of the people are very busy i 
getting their land ready for wheat and other 
crops; as the Government has helped them — 
largely this year in the way of agricultural 
implements, they will work more advanta-_ 
geously than ever before. The women are so. 
ready and willing to work that the labor mar-— 
ket is rather overstocked at present; and if. 
we could find a market in the East for moc-. 
casons and other articles of native manufac- — 
ture, they would contribute teward Church 
work to the extent of their ability. Last — a 
spring articles were sent East to the amount 
of $18, contributed by the women for a win- 
dow in the proposed new church at this 
Agency. They are still unsold, and I fear 
that the only way to conceal from them 
the lack of interest which must exist some-_ 
where, and which would be most discouraging i 
to them to know, will be to take the articles 
myself, in the hope that in the course of — 
time they can be disposed of. All of us — 
who live among these people feel strongly . 
that the reservation system is a curse to them; 
and that while the Church has done and is. 
doing much for them, they never can be 
thoroughly men until they are forced into a 
position of self-dependence and self-support. —

Valley of Mexico, was elected Rector in place 
of de Mora, and he remained as the head of — 
the parish until he decided to go to Mexico to 
preach there the Gospel. Iwas then ordained ~ 
and elected Rector in September, 1869, and 
from that time I have been working incessant- 
ly i in the evangelization of the Spent 
ing population of this city.

n of the Latin race in America to the puri- 
of the Gospel faith, and this "has been the 
first organized church in the world where the 
Prayer Book has been read in the Spanish 
language. It can be truly said that the Mis- 
sion of Santiago in this city must be consid- 
_ ered as the Mother Church of the Protestants 
a on this continent, not only on account of the 
Bi priority of its existence, but also because of 
_ the influence it has exercised. Being situated 
- in the commercial metropolis of the New 
_ World, visited continually by numerous trav- 
. ellers coming here from Mexico, from the 
_ different countries of South America, as well 
as from Cuba and the other West Indian 
islands, where the Castilian language is spok- 
= en, those visitors have been first and are now 
attracted by the novelty of attending Prot- 
__ estant services in their native language, in- 
_ terested afterward in listening to sermons and 
in hearing the singing of hymns they can 
_ understand, and finally they have become 
~ converts, as has been the case with many of 
Ee, them. Besides, Bishop Riley went from the 
_ Church of Santiago to found the Church of 
Jesus in Mexico; Mr. Alonzo, once Super- 
“¥ -intendent of its Sunday-school, left as a Mis- 
_ sionary to Spain, and some of the members of 
the Cuban Episcopal church organized in 
_ Key West have belonged to the congregation 
of Santiago. As this church is the first or- 
; ganized Episcopal church in which the Span- 
ish language has been used, I have had the 
honor of being the first Cuban ordained for its 
= ministry, near ten years ago. 
The work done by this Mission is shown in 
the following statistics: Baptisms to date, 122; 
& confirmed, 68; marriages, 121; burials, 41; 
_ members of the congregation who have left 
_ New York and carrying with them the seeds of 
_ the Gospel truth, have gone back to Cuba, 
z and are now residing there, 69; to Mexico, 4; 
Colombia (South America), 6; Europe, 6; 
Island of St. Domingo, 4; Jamaica, ie Ven- 
 ezuela, 14; Florida, 7; New Jersey, 6; Con- 
7“ necticut, 2, Total, 119. Members registered 
in the directory .of families of the parish 
. during the ministry of the Rev. H. C, Riley,

In order to ascertain in an authentic way 
the actual number of the members of the 
Church of Santiago, Ihave caused several lists 
to be made, headed in the following manner: 
‘We, the undersigned, declare that we have 
renounced the superstitions of the Roman 
Catholic Church, and that we consider our- 
selves as members of the Spanish P. E. Church 
of Santiago in this city of New York; ” these 
lists to be signed by the heads of families, 
stating the names of their wives and the num- 
ber of children, and giving also their ad- 
dresses, I have already in my possession 
eleven of these lists, with 335 names inscribed, 
and two of them have not yet been returned 
to me; so that it can be said and proved by 
these documents that the actual congregation 
of the Church of Santiago amounts to 370 
persons, rather more than less. If to the 343 
above reported these 370 are added, it will 
be seen that at least 700 persons of the 
Spanish race have been converted through 
the ministrations of the Church of Santi- 
ago. 

Although incorporated and received by the 
Standing Committee of the Diocese as one of 
its parishes, and represented at the Conven- 
tion, it is only a Missionary organization, 
without means to sustain itself, and in great 


/need of the help of the Church at large, and 


of all the Christians interested in the spread- 
ing of the pure doctrine of the Gospel of 
CHRIST, it being the only evangelical Mission 
for the Spanish-speaking population of the 
city of New York. Considering that the 
means at my disposal to carry on this work 
have only been about sixteen hundred dollars 
a year, on an average, to pay all the expenses 
of the Mission, including my salary ; consider- 
ing the great inconveniences I have had to con- 
tend with, having been unable, for instance, 


to begin my Services on Sundays but at half- 


past twelve-o’clock, I feel thankful to the 
Divine Head of the Church for the results 
already obtained; and I rejoice in my trials, 
hoping the day is not far off when, in more 
favorable circumstances, I will be in con- 
dition to reap a more abundant harvest 
for the Lorp among the 8,000 persons 
of the Spanish-speaking population of this 
city.

_ often asked by those not entirely in

when he wrote, “ The FaruEr sent the 
Son to be the Saviour of the world.” 
The question is asked from two 
stand-points: First, with regard to the 
 eost of remittance, including necessary 
deductions from contributions for the 
expenses of the home office; and sec- 
_ ondly, with regard to the proportion of 
visible results to expenditure in the 
2 field. 
__ We dismiss the first in a very few 
i peered: Practically it would be as im- 
A Bpontible to sustain Missionaries in the 
- field without a central Board and office 
as to keep a body of soldiers at the 
front without a commissary depart- 
ment at headquarters; and while it has 
3 never cost more to put money in China, 
_ for instance, for the Lorn’s work than 
for purposes of trade, it is a fact to-

day that, all things considered, remit- 
tances are made at a profit; or, in 
other words, that a given sum of money 
goes much further in sustaining the 
work in China or Japan or elsewhere 
than in the United States. 

As to results: Bishop Littlejohn, in 
his Boston address three years ago, 
summed up what had been accomplish- 
ed within the memory of men now liy- 
ing—results that are simply marvellous. 
It is not too much to declare that never 
was such progress made, never were so 
many brought to Christianity, as dur- 
ing this present century of Missionary 
effort, in view of the fact that it is 
computed that in the seventy-nine 
years that have elapsed the number of 
“those who profess and call themselves 
Christians” has doubled. 

Canon Lightfoot, in a paper read at 
the annual meeting of the Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel for 1874, 
well says in this connection, ‘ History 
is an excellent cordial for a drooping 
courage.” He shows “that a compar- 
ison of the Christian population to the

From 
the year A. D, 431, when St. Patrick, the 
Apostle of Ireland, commenced his labors, till 
the day when the men of Sussex, the last 
remnant of a heathen people in England, 
were gathered into the Christian fold by Wil.

by ancient Missions in Europe. We overl 
the fact that it is eighteen hundred and 
years of self- sacrifice, labor, prayer, and dl 
votion which has eindacs the result we no’ 
see. Instead of comparing sixty or seventy 
years of modern Missionary labor with the 
result of eighteen hundred years, if we would — 
be fair and reasonable, we should compar 
them with sixty or seventy years out of the 
eighteen hundred during which the Church 
was engaged in the same work in which she 
is engaged now. Revolutions of character 
any race cannot come without many influence 
acting together, and acting, not only for a lo 
time, but often imperceptibly. 
Let us turn for a few moments to the 
testimony of eye-witnesses of the on- 
going work of to-day: ui 
The Rey. R. Duckworth, Vicar of St md 
Mark’s, Hamilton Terrace, Tend and 
Canon of Westminster, not long since 
visited the great centres of Missionary 
work in India, and tested that work, as_ 
far as was possible, by the evidence of 
eye and ear.

So the number of Protestant Missionaries in 
China has multiplied nearly twenty-fold since 
1843, and the little flock of Chinese Christians 
has multiplied at least two thousand-fold.” 


Finally, Mr. R. Henry Davis, residing 


in Japan, wrote to the Springfield Re-. 


publican about one year ago: 


‘“‘T would put down as the next sign of 
Japan’s past progress and the brightest hope 
of her future continued advance tolerance of 
Christianity. For long centuries Christianity 
had been cast out as vile. As recently as 


eight years ago the oldest Missionary in the | 


country, who had already been here for ten 
years, had not heard a Christian prayer in 
Japanese; and at that time it was almost im- 
possible to get any Japanese to instruct a Mis- 
sionary, or even to come near his residence. 
Only about six years ago a teacher of one 
Missionary, who had been arrested at the dead 
of the night by the secret police, died in prison 
after many months’ confinement. Now Mis- 
sionaries are permitted to reside in all the 
open ports, and preach without hindrance 
anywhere within a radius of about 20 miles, 
Also Japanese have just as much freedom to 
accept Christianity as the citizen of Massachu- 
setts. But the concession of this freedom has 
been almost the last, as it is also the highest 
and most marvellous step in Japan’s progress 
toward highest civilization. And already 


Christianity is beginning to spread throughout ~ 


the land. Many, churches have been ‘organ- 
ized; and the members of these are earnest 
and faithful men and women, who let their 
new light shine in their daily life and conver- 
sation so that many others are led to seek 
after this way. It is just here that I would 
ask the reader to let his eye rest while he 
strives to forecast the ultimate good of all these 


recent changes in Japan’s history, All the ~ 


steps already taken in material and education- 
al reforms, and others which they are now 
taking in legal and social organization, will 
amount to little real progress, unless there 
also be accepted and warmly cherished the 
same life and spirit which have developed 
and embodied all these material, educational,

iy Durine the past month Bishop Penick has 
been in n attendance upon the Annual Conven- 
tions of Virginia, Maryland, and West Vir- 
_ ginia. “Immediately upon his arrival in Bal- 
_ timore he was called to the bedside of his 
_ mother, who is very ill. On the Sunday 
after his appearance in his former pulpit 
was the occasion of much rejoicing. We 
take the following account from The Chureh- 
man. . ; 
_ On Whitsun Day morning, May 16th, the Mis- 
_ sionary Bishop of Africa preached in the Church 
of the Messiah, Baltimore, from St. Matt. 
+ ‘xxviii. 18, 19, 20. He said preaching was 
_ more than talking or logical discourse: it was 
_ testimony. People would doubt, and those 
_ who know are called upon to bear testimony. 
_ Talking can never save the world. Two years 
ago he took the text, ‘‘ Go ye therefore and teach 
all nations,” and went away. If his Bible meant 
anything, it meant everything. He went, not 
a __only for its sake, but for his own, and for the 
_ sake of its truths. The question of religion was 
Z not simply getting achurch, a congregation, and 
a Minister. We stood between the past and 
44 eternity. The past had gone; the future was 
_fullof terrors. Men wanted to know if the Gop 
_ they served would stand by them. Some things 
were known that could not be clearly shown. 
‘The world could not see what made Jesus defy 
the terrors of the cross. But truth was not so 
, -ar beyond-the vision of the soul but that we 
can see enough to know itis there. Itis an easy 


a: 
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thing to say ‘‘ Trust in Gop;” it is easy to say 
the Creed. It is the difference of believing and 
realizing. Two years ago he stood on the deck 
2 of the “Nova Scotian,” and as he felt the first 
_ pulsation of the iron steamer that bore him 
- away, he was turning his back on home, friends, 
and ties of endearment. Before him was the 
Ag Word of Gop; behind him home. The Word 
followed him, and shone brighter and brighter. 


The Bible rose before him, and stood as the word 
of life and light. Gop was with him, not only as 
a Comforter, but as a Teacher; and, forgetting 
those things behind, he pressed forward for the 
prize. He found he was leaving much behind, 
but the ocean was narrow compared with the 
distance the soul could travel. Death came 
among his little band, then treachery; then 
cowardice came, and struck down some poor 
men who should have stood and fought. Though 
it thinned the ranks, the faithful men and women 
who remained were a vaster host than all that 
started out. He referred to the friendships, 
sense of companionship, and isolation of such a 
life, where, one thousand miles in the interior, 
there was not a word of Gospel, no Minister, no 
children at prayers, no knee that bended; where 
heathenism in all its deformity, a mass of cor- 
ruption, could be seen; heathenism, knowing 
more than the world gave them credit for, and 
using it to build up the kingdom of the devil. 
There was something in the Word, and in the 
life and death of Jesus CuRisT, that had an 
astonishing power. Railroads, steamboats, the 
telegraph, stock companies, were not the things 
wherewith to Christianize. The Word of Gen 
is the instrumentality. Here and there a man 
could be seen standing out against the world. It 
cost a heathen man something to do this. A 
Missionary was often tried in a way that recog- 
nized nothing but the hand of Gop. Church 
differences faded before his mind like mist be- 
fore the sun. If he had the truth, it was incum- 
bent upon him to go to the front and prove it; 
he could never decide the battle by talking. 
People who were disposed to do nothing but 
talk were not much account. He was a tenfold 
more happy man than when he left. He loved 
his Bible more, and felt that without it he could 
do nothing. .

LETTER FROM THE REY. W. 8. SAYRES, 


WocHane, April 3d, 1880. 
Last Sunday was Easter; 


in decorating the church, and gave it quite an 
Easter-like appearance. In the afternoon I 
baptized three boys, and there are still more 
waiting. J expect to baptize three men next 
Sunday, one of whom brings his whole family 
with him into the Church; he wanted his 


wife, who was sick, to be baptized at-home — 


last week: but she died before I could get to 
her. 


Oh, it is such absorbing work! and you — 


cannot tell how I long and yearn to be able to 
preach to these people. I can get along, after 
a fashion, with talking and the daily and 
weekly Services; but as yet I cannot preach 
in the streets. It is hard to wait. 
through this vast city and see the thousands 
of people in it who do not know one word 
about the Gospel; as I go into the many tem- 
ples and see men, women, and children act- 
ually worshipping there—bowing down before 
idols of wood and stone—my heart burns to 
preach to them and tell them of Jesus, and of 
His love for His Church. 

Then, too, they are all so ready to ieteit 
Our street Ghapel is full every day when the 
Catechists preach. They tell me that they 
have to keep the doors open one and two hours 


later than the appointed time for closing 


because the people will not go away; they 
listen very eagerly and attentively. I can see 
in their faces that they are, many of them, 

earnest mei Ond’ of these’ Catechints was, 

only a few years ago, a fortune-teller in the 
precincts of one of the largest pagoda temples 
in the very densest part of the city. 

The people listen also when I do try, in an 
imperfect way, to tell them that I have come 
from America to teach them about the Lorp 
Jesus. It is easy for me to get a crowd 
around me—it comes of itself. 

The people are very curious to see me and to 
feel of my clothing, and they have a thousand 
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full of joy and cheerfulness. The boys assisted — 
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questions to ask, now about America, and 


~ then about my clothes—what they are made 


of, and what they cost, ete. I can under- 


stand just about half they say, the language 


is so difficult, and they have a way of talking 
very fast, and several at a time; when I do not 
quite understand what they say they think it 
is only necessary for them to talk faster and 
louder, all together. Then I try to tell them 
about Gop’s love for them, and how they 
ought to love Him, and that by and by every- 
body in China would know about the Lorp, 
and that China would be a Christian country, 
just as England and America are. 

You see I: have an advantage over them, 
for they can understand every one of my 
small stock of words, while they use very 
many that I never heard before. 

What I have been impressed with most of 


all is the attention with which they listen to 


me, and the respect with which they all treat 
me. Itis true that itis only some two or 
three years ago that two Wesleyan Mission- 
aries were set upon and beaten in this.very 
city, and would have been killed but: for a 
providential escape; one of them, a large man, 
having his shoulder broken, and the other 
losing almost all his teeth. With the excep- 
tion of having a few stones thrown at me now 
and then, and being called ‘‘ Foreign Devil” 
by boys, I have met with uniform respect. 
Most of the people in Wuchang have seen 
foreigners, I think; only the people who come 
in from the country are full of curiosity. 

In one of the temples, the other day, some 
of the priests came about me, examining my 
clothing, as usual, and feeling of my eye- 
brows, which are quite a novelty to them, I 
suppose, because I have never seen a China- 
man’s eyebrows meet, One of them seized 
my hand and began to read the lines, I 
laughed, and took it away from him. He 
said there was the line of wealth on it. I told 
him I had all my money in my heart, and 
did not care much about his kind of money. 
Then they examined my hair, and found Thad 
no queue, and so on, I mention this because 
it is a specimen of the manner in which they 
all meet me. I go into a temple or a pagoda, 
andam met by polite, smiling priests, who ask 
me to take a cup of tea: it is true they just as 
politely invite me to leave a few cash for them 
afterward; but then it all shows how ready 


they are to listen to what I could say, and how | 


easy it is for one who knows the language to 
teach them the truth. This is why I long so 


for a knowledge of the language: 
never was so inviting, so demanding a M 
field. Right in this neighborhood, in t 
three cities, are more than a million of peop 
You need no machinery to get at them; 


you donot need to wait for chapels and 
churches to be built; you can talk 
them anywhere—in the streets, in the te’ 
ples, on the walls—they are ready to listen, 
they respect learning and education, and they 
know that foreigners have both. Every day. 
they are getting more respect for foreigners, 

There is a constant stream hither and back —

No part of China 

is absolutely healthy (mor any part of this 

world, in fact), and it is not absolutely safe for 

any foreigner to live here on account of the 
malaria, the sun’s heat, and the diarrhoea, but 

Wuchang is not any worse than any other 

place. It is, however, a very cold faith and 
heart that will stop to calculate, to weigh 
probabilities and chances as to health and 
life, when work in the Masrer’s service is 
required. All we have—life, health, wife, hus- 

band, children, father, mother, all—all we 

have or could have, were these dear ties ten 

thousand times more dear or more numerous, 

ought to be as nothing when He calls us to 

work for Him, when He chooses us out and 

gives us the honor and pleasure of working 
for Him and His Church.

Mr. Quinby, who has been sick, teaches 
but one hour a day in the boys’. school; he is 
neither able to preach nor to assist in the Theo- 
logical School. If Mr. Cooper were well 
enough to return he could do much, for he has 
acquired the affection and confidence of the 
natives, and was very successful in his work.*

Ricks Miss Emery: Immediately upon the 
4 rece ipt of your letter I wrote to those 
friends who have helped us lately, thank- 
ing them for their kindness. Our peo- 
ple are deserving of so much help and 
_ encouragement for their noble resignation and 
Steadfastnmess to their Christian faith, and 
4 yy always feel so grateful for any act of 
- kindness, that I eagerly grasp every opportu- 
Bitty that is offered to say ‘‘ Thank you.” 
_ Do you remember having read in the ‘‘ Day- 
break ” for July, 1879, an article about Truth 
a eller? This poor man is the best abused 
‘Indian on this reservation. Notwithstanding 
the jeers and insults of the wild heathen ele- 
ment, and the neglect and harsh treatment he 
also receives, he remains truly loyal to the 
-vows he made at the time he gave up the 
-drum—the only instance of the kind on record 
among the Sioux (I mean the giving away to 
a white of a drum of the “grass dance” or- 
“3 ). He has been baptized, and is now pre- 
paring for Confirmation. He has a wife and 
wo interesting children, both boys, and aged 
“respectively six and eight years. Could you 
not interest some of our friends in this family? 
I hope you can. 
_ My wife conducted a sewing-school for the 
Indian women during the winter with great 
success, but is now out of material. 


The account of Truth Teller, to 
- which this letter refers, is given here, 


paper, “Anpao,” or the “Daybreak,” 
may haye the opportunity of learning 


the story of this man. 
‘One of the bravest acts, and one of the 


_ that those who do not see the Indian 
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most interesting ceremonies that I ever wit- 


nessed, took place here at the time of Bishop 
Hare’s visitation in May last. 


‘©The hero of what I am about to relate isa_ 


Sioux brave, named Jewicaka, or Truth Teller, 
a nephew of an hereditary chief of consider- 
able note, who died a few years ago, and 
whose name he bears, and otherwise closely 
connected by blood with the ‘best families * 
of the Sioux Nation. He is considered one of 
the bravest of his people, and, though a young 
man of only about thirty-five years of age, is (or 
was) the head soldier, warrior, and first coun- 
sellor of his chief—White Ghost—a position 
given only to the best and bravest of the tribe. 
On account of his daring exploits on the war- 
path, his well-known love for the Indian 
life, and his open warfare against the Gop of 
civilization, he was, last winter, made master 
and keeper of the drum of the Order of the 
Grass Dance, and thus was he found, upon 
the Bishop’s arrival, clothed with all the 
honors within the gift of his people. 

‘Upon the occasion of the Bishop’s visit, and 
at one of his councils with the Indians who 
had gathered to hear the Great Spirit-man 
talk, Truth Teller, who was present, suddenly 
arose in the midst of the people and advanced 
to the front, shook hands with the Bishop, 
and then, stepping back a few feet and draw- 
ing himself up to his full height, in a clear, 
ringing voice, which at once indicated the 
deep earnestness and bravery of the man, he 
declared his purpose to abandon all Indian 
ways and to adopt those of the white man—to 


give up all heathen rites and ceremonies, and * 


worship only the Gop of civilization; and 
then, to attest his sincerity, he took from his 


scalp-lock a war-eagle feather—that ensign of | 


bravery and of many years of savagery—and, 
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“handing it over to the Bishop, said, ‘I give 


to you this war-eagle feather; take it, and 
Keep it in remembrance of the words of 'Trath 
Teller.’ And then, with an eloquent impres- 
siveness that touched my heart as it never was 
touched before, he presented the Bishop with 
the drum of the Order of the Grass Dance, 
and continued, ‘I part with the feather and 
the drum and all Indian ways forever, and 
With them give to you my body and my 
soul,’ 

“The next important step in this interesting 
man’s career was taken Sunday, June 29th, 
While he was present at a Missionary Confer- 
encesassembled by the Bishop at the Yankton 


Agency, when he was, in.an impressive cere- 


mony, admitted a catechumen. The Bishop 
met Truth Teller and his witness at the door 
of the church, and addressed to the former 
the following questions, to which he answered 
aflirmatively ; 

“Dost thou believe that the Gop Whom we 
preach is the Lorp of Heaven and earth, and 
that there is no Gop besides Him? Ans. I 
do, 

“Dost thou desire to leave the ways of 
darkness and walk in the light? Ans, I do. 

“Wilt thou patiently seek instruction in the 
ways of Gop?. Ans, I will. 

“Then followed a Collect, after which the 
Bishop, taking him by the right hand, ad- 
dressed him in these words: 

“<The Lorp vouchsafe to receive you into 
His holy household and to keep and govern 
you always in the same, that you may have 
everlasting life; through Jesus Curist our 
Lorp, Amen.’ 

“The newly-admitted catechumen was then 
led into the church and seated among the 
congregation, 

“Truth Teller is no longer the soldier, 
the warrior, or the chief counsellor that 
he was, no longer honored or even re- 
spected, He is most pitiably degraded in the 
eyes of his people, most heartily despised by 
the Order of the Grass Dance. He has sub- 
jected himself to the merciless persecutions 
of that powerful order; butas he has dropped 
a seed that cannot fail to bring forth good 
fruit, it mow remains for the Government. to 
Specially care for, protect, and encourage the 
man in his laudable efforts to break up that 
evil genius inimical to civilization—the Grass 
Dance Lodge. Keep the ball rolling, and the 
‘Indian question,’ so far atleast as the Dako- 
tas are concerned, will soon be solved to the 
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satisfaction of all who have the y e 
the Indians at heart.”

We have at present but seven girls, the 
youngest twelve, the oldest seventeen years of 
age. There are also ten boys, from ten to 
seventeen, Both girls and boys seem ve 
happy and contented, and we think a a 
progressing wonderfully. a 

The school is partly industrial, and they 
are trained in all kinds of work; in fact, ther 
do the most of the work connected with the 
institution; and, although they still need con- 
stant supervision, they do it all willingly ane 
cheerfully. : 

They do not know much about in- 
games, but get solid enjoyment out of marbles, 
tops, and ‘‘shinny.” This last is the favorite 
amusement, the only trouble being lack of 
strong balls. They wear out very soon, and 
we have been unable to get more. es 

I wish you could hear the children singing 
in their own language. They can sing almost 
every hymn in the hymnal in Dakota, and— 
can sing a number of English hymns also, 
There are but a few who speak English well, 
but all are learning. One little gypsy, who, 
with dust-pan and brush, is now br 
down the stairs, is singing ‘‘O Paradise 
while the dish-washers are chanting at the 
tops of their voices. At prayers, morning 
and evening, they are very devotional, and- 
repeat the Lorp’s Prayer, Creed, and re-

pay is thirty dollars per month. Two of 
these schools are under the charge of colored 
persons, and the writer of this has charge of 
the third, 

At the suggestion of my kind friend, the

me one hundred dollars per annum from the 
Diocesan fund, and during the summer I 
taught the Church district school, assisted by 
my dear wife. 

You would feel pleased to. see how much 
the interest of the people in the Church Ser- 
vice is enhanced by the organ. The Sundays 
on which our dear children come to us from 
the city may be regarded as white days. The 
church is generally crowded, and when the 
sweet and solemn notes rise on the morning 
air the people listen with a rapt attention and 
delight that is indescribable.

A LETTER FROM MRS. FAIR. 


Capp Paras, April 6th, 1880. 

My Drar Miss Emery: Your letter of 
February 25th, reminding me of my promise 
to write you, reacbed me to-day. I have 
written only two letters since the early part 
of December, owing to an accident which 
nearly cost me my right eye. In November 
I was preparing an old lounge for covering, 
when, in striking a nail with the hammer, a 
bit of the steel flew off, hitting me in the eye. 
At first the sight was only blurred, and I did 
not have much trouble with it; but some 
weeks later the eye became badly inflamed 
and very painful, and for four weeks I was a 
great sufferer. At the end of that time my 
husband went on board a passing steamer, 
from which he procured a piece of ice. This 
T held to my eye as long as it lasted, allay- 
ing the inflammation and easing the pain, and 
since that time the eye has been improving, 
though it is still very weak, and I can use it 
only a short time each day. 

And now as to our voyage. It was as 
pleasant as could be expected on a sailing 
vessel. The captain did all in his power to 
make us comfortable, and things were kept 
in good order; but I was sea-sick nearly all 
the way, so, of course, did not enjoy it very 
much. We met the Bishop at Monrovia, and 
the day after our arrival there took passage in 
a steamer bound for Cape Palmas, where we 
arrived on the 19th of July. Here we found 
things in a state of confusion—the house in 
the process of rebuilding, rooms filled with 
Shavings and old lumber, furniture broken 
and lying about in all directions, the yards 
filled with old shingles piled up a foot or two 
deep, my beautiful lignum-vitae and rose trees 
cut off close to the ground, and the rain pouring 
down in torrents, I never saw a more for-

We opened our school on the first Mor 
in October, with only six scholars. Sin 
then the number has been increasing, and 
have now on’ our list thirty-three, half 
whom are Gedeboes, and the other Liberi 
Three of each, making six in all, were co 
firmed by the Bishop on the eve of his « 
parture for America. R:

The carpenters are finishing up the odds and 
ends of work on the house. ‘‘ What a long 
time!” you will say, but you must remember 
that we are three thousand years behind Ne 
York, with its mighty rush. Things moye~ 
slowly in Africa, and, to quote the words of 
Bishop Payne, ‘‘We need the grace of pa- 
tience.” For, indeed, it is most trying to us 
who have been ‘accustomed to having work | 
done promptly. a 

My husband has planted one thousand coffee 
trees, which has given him a deal of extra 
work, Then, too, we have a nice garden, 
in which we raise corn, cabbages, potatoes, ~ 
and other vegetables. We also have two 
donkeys, which we sometimes mount for a 
ride to our farm. These, too, after the ma: 
ner of Africans, move slowly, and we often. 
find ourselves coming to a stand-still, or pick- 
ing ourselves up quietly out of the ditch by 
the roadside. Ah, well; it affords us a little 
amusement,
